What Will it Cost.

new system than

the wreck. The 
battleship 
Hepub- 


llcjue, which lay close to the Liberte, 
was badly damaged by the explosion 
and th«re were several casualties on 
board of her. 
Further, as soon as 


an alarm was sounded on the Lib- 
erte. many boats both from the shore 
and from the other warships went 
alongside to give assistance. 
When 


the explosion came many o' these 
were capsized or shattered and a 
tain of projectiles fell upon the rest. 
It U Inevitable that many lives were 
lost In this way. 


Ferry Passenger Give* Alarm. 


According to one story told here, 


a passenger on a 
ferryboat first 


spread the rumor of a lire aunaid tho 
Liberte. 
The 
people 
soo:; 
began 


rushing toward the harbor .'.nil soon 
a terrific explosion was heard which 
shook all the houses in Toulon and 
shattered thousands of windows. The 
people Immediately rushed into the 
streets and workmen quit their Jobs. 
Everyone In the city was at fever 
heat. 


The lire was making rapid progress 


and signals were made to the other 
warships In the harbor that the ves- 
sel wus on lire. Boats soon left the 
sides of'these ships and rushed over 
to the Liberte to assist in the work 
of rescue. The crew of the Liberte 
soon say the danger of an "explosion 
of the magazines and began jumping 
overboard. .Many of these were pick- 
ed up by boats from other vessels. 


There were several small explo- 


sions when suddenly, while the work 
of salvage was very actively pro- 
gressing and when it was thought 
that all would be saved, there was

within the vessel. Many dead bodies 
have already b«*en taken from below 
the decks.
